The  snow  is 
so  deep,  the  weather  .so  severe,  that  all  kinds  of  live  stock  are  entirely 
de|>endent  upon  the  farmer  for  their  supplies  of  food  and  water  and 
shelter  from  the  blast.  Keep  this  in  mind,  and  feed  more  liberally  than 
at  other  times.  Ewes  will  want  an  allowance  of  grain.  Poultry  are 
apt  to  get  frozen.     When  the  cold   is  excessive  and  the  shelter  inade-

quale,  the  best  plan  is  to  turn  the  poultry  into  the  cow  house  at  night, 
so  that  they  may  roost  on  the  back  of  the  cows. 

So  soon  as  the  snow  is  deep  enough  sleighing  operations  should  be- 
gin. Bring  home  from  the  woods  the  tuel  that  has  been  chopped,  and 
deposit  it  in  orderly  piles  in  the  back  yard  or  dose  to  the  wood  house. 
During  wet  and  snowy  weather  it  can  bo  cut  under  cpvcr,  and  will  thus 
supply  work  for  unfavorable  days  that  would  otherwise  be  lost.  Haul 
fence  poles  to  the  lines  where  they  are  to  bo  used  on  the  opening  of 
spring.

During  this  month  early  sown  crops  •will  now  require  attention. 
Seedling  weeds  will  begin  to  green  the  surface,  and  as  early  hoeing 
saves  a  great  deal  of  sulisoquent  labour,  no  time  slionld  he  lost  in  [)ro- 
ceeding  with  the  work.  Carrots,  onions  and  parsnips  require  careful 
hand  weeding.  The  kitchen  garden  and  flower  garden  should  now  he 
thorougiily  cleaned  and  made  tidy,  bushes  tied  up,  walks  dressed, 
grass  kept  short  on  the  lawn.

summer  work  should  be  finished  up.  Potatoes  should,  this  month, 
liave  their  final  hoeing,  cultivating  and  ploiigliing  between  the  drills 
with  the  double  mould-hoard  ploijgh.  Turnips,  when  suflficicntly  ad- 
vanced, should  also  Ixj  hoed,  in  fact,  all  root  crops,  mangels,  carrots, 
parsnips,  and  also  corn  and  garden  vegetables,  should  be  left  in  a  per- 
fectly clean  condition  at  the  beginning  of  haying,  as  otherwise  the  weeds 
will  make  such  progress  during  the  busy  season  that  it  will  be  hopeless 
to  retrieve.  We  hope  the  barns  are  in  good  condition  for  the  crop  ;  it 
is  only  thriftless  farmers  who  arc  found  on  the  roofs  of  their  barn*  nail- 
ing on  shingles  during  hay  time.

the  grass  ;  and  (3)  by  the  time  two  or  three  crops  of  hay  hare  been  ob- 
tained, the  land  brgiiis  to  show  signs  of  running  out.  To  overcome 
these  disadvantages,  it  is  now  customary  in  some  localities  to  prepare  the 
land  and  sow  the  grass  seed  in  August  or  September.  By  this  method 
a  fiUl  crop  is  o:jtainod  during  the  following  summer.  Potato  land  may 
be  treated  in  this  way  so  soon  as  the  potatoes  are  taken  up.  Old  grass 
land  that  requires  renewing  may  be  merely  ploughed,  harrowed, 
toj)dressed  «vith  manure  and  sown  with  timothy.  Cloyer  seed  should 
nercr  t)e  sown  in  the  Fall,  but  may  bo  scattered  over  the  fields  in 
Spring  time.

rains  have  softened  the  ground.  It  will  also  be  well  to  roll  uneven 
fields.  Plough  up  old  sod  .'"or  sprmg  crops,  such  aw  potatoes,  and  clear 
new  land  for  the  same.  By  ploughing  now,  the  sod  has  time  to  rot 
partially  before  winter.  Potatoes  are  usually  taken  up  in  the  latter 
part  of  this  month.  Do  not  put  them  in  heaps  until  they  are  pretty 
well  dried,  and  be  careful  to  have  intermixed  kinds  picked  out  before 
storing,  or  rather  in  the  field  when  taking  up,  so  as  to  preserve  your 
Seed  in  a  state  of  purity.

Parsnips 
may  remain  in  the  ground  all  winter,  but  if  the  fields  are  accessible  to 
your  own  or  your  neighbour's  sheep,  you  will  find  in  spring  time  that 
the  parsnips  have  been  eaten  over  at  the  top  and  spoilt  for  mark«t. 
Mulch  fruit  trees  and  bushes,  and  afford  protection  by  boards  or  evergreen 
brush  to  strawberries,  roses,  and  other  delicate  plants.  Where  rasp- 
berries are  liable  to  winter-kill,  peg  down  the  canes  to  the  ground  for 
the  winter ;  tliis  is  more  effectual  I'lan  any  other  kind  of  protection,  as 
it  is  not  the  eold,  but  the  winter  san  and  drying  frosty  winds  that  de- 
stroy woody  plants.

DeviCs  Island— On  the  tt.  W.  pomt'of  Devil's  Island,  Eastern 
Passage  entrance  to  Halifax  harbor.  A  fixed  red  light,  to  distinguish  it 
from  Sambro  and  Meagher's  Beach  lignts,  elevated  45  feet ;  visible  8 
miles.  Octawona!  dark  brown  tower,  with  a  white  belt  between  the 
balcoity  and  lantern,  to  distinguish  it  in  day  time.

This  harbor  is 
easy  of  access,  spar  buoys  are  pl^d  in  the  bay  and  entrance  to  the  har- 
bor on  the  Sculpin  Rock,  Haddock  Shoal,  Battery  Point  Shoal,  and 
Head  Shoal.     In  approaching  the  harbor  from  seaward  the  Buoy  on 
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Sculpin  Rock,  painted  red  and  black  in  horiiontal  stripsi,  may  be  left 
on  either  hand,  civiitg  it  a  birth  of  two  cable's  length.  1  he  other  buoys 
are  painted  black  and  must  be  left  on  the  port  hand  going  in. 

Iron-Round  Island— Entrance  to  Lai  lave  River.  A  bright ^^h 
lights  of  20  seconds  duration,  followed  by  eclipses  of  ^o  seconds.

Situate  nearlv  in  the  centre  of  the  island.  Lat.  43°8'43i"N.  Long. 
64°  47'  15"  W.  The  lantern  is  placed  on  the  top  of  the  keeper's  dwell- 
ing, which  is  painted  white. 

Gull  Rock — Off  the  entrance  to  Ragged  Island  harbor.  A  white 
fixed  light,  51  ft.  above  sea  level.  Square  white  building.  Lat.  43°  39' 
N.  Long.  64"  66'  W. 

Sheldurne— On  the  8.  E.  point  of  McNutt's  Island,  at  the  entrance 
of  the  harbor.  Two  white  lights  vertictU — the  upper  light  one  100  ft. 
above  sea  level,  and  visible  18  miles  ;  the  lower  li^ht  38  feet  below  the 
lantern  at  the  top  of  the  building,  and  visible  10  mdes.  Building  paint- 
ed black  and  white  in  vertical  stripes. 

Negro  Island— A  Light  House  being  bailt. 

Barrington — 6n  Baccaro  Point,  E.  side  of  the  entrance  to  the  har- 
bor. A  red  fixed  light.  Square  white  building,  with  a  black  ball  on 
the  seaward  side.  ^ 

Carter's  Island— A  Light  House  being  built. 

Cape  Sable  Island— /<  revolving light^hnght  15  seconds  and  dark 
25  seconds,  elevated  49  ft.  visible  12  miles.  Octagonal  white  build- 
ing. Lat.  43°  27'  N.  Long.  65^  36'  W.  High  water  at  Cape  Sable,  full 
and  change,  at  7}  o'clock.     Spnng  tides  rise  12  ft.,  neaps  6  ft. 

Seal  Island — The  first  light  on  approaching  the  Bay  o£  Fundy  is 
on  the  S.  point  of  Seal  Island.  A  fixed  white  lights  80  feet  above  high 
water,  ancf  may  be  seen  when  approaching,  from  any  point  of  the  com- 
pass, at  the  distance  of  18  or  20  miles.  Octagonal  white  building.  The 
Blonde  Rock  lies  about  3^  miles  S.  by  W.  from  the  light  house.  Be- 
tween this  rock  and  the  island  there  are  some  dangers ;  the  ground  is 
rocky  throughout  and  large  vessels   ought  not  to  attempt  passing 
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between  them.  A  Fog  Whistle  is  also  in  operation  at  Seal  Island — 
The  whittle  sounds  in  each  minute  as  follows  :  A  blast  of  five  sec  nds, 
then  an  interval  of  five  seconds,  then  a  blast  of  five  seconds  and  an 
interval  of  45  seconds,  to  complete  the  minute. 

PuBNico  Harbuur — On  the  .S.  E.  side  of  the  entrance  to  the  har- 
bor, about  13  miles  northerly  of  Cape  Sable.  A  fixed  white  lights  28  ft. 
above  hich  water,  (rise  and  fall  12  feet.)  Square  white  building,  stand- 
ing 50  fathoms  from  lew  water  mark. 

risH  Island— On  Big  Fish  Island,  E.  side  of  the  entrance  to  Tua- 
ket  River.     7\vo  fixed  horitontai  white  lights,  visible  12  milea. 

Yarmouth— On  the  island  of  Cape  Forchu,  West  side  of  the  en- 
trance to  the  harboi.

Capk  St.  Mary's— East  side  of  entrance  to  St.  Mary's  Bay,  Digby 
Co.  A  revolving  light,  attaining  its  greatest  brilliancy  every  minute, 
and  showing  alternately  red  and  white  faces,  100  (t.  alxive  high  water. 
White  octagonal  building      I^t.  44**  04'  N.  Long.  66°  08'  W. 

,KIER  Island — Situate  on  the  western  side.  A  fixed  white  light, 
<jit  ft.  above  sea  level,  visible  15  miles.  Octagonal  white  building.  A 
Steam  Fog  Whistle  on  Whipple's  Point,  S.  W.  of  light,  will  be  erect- 
ed and  in  oper<ition  during  the  Autumn  of  1872. 

Westport — On  Peter's  Island,  at  the  S.  entrance  of  the  E.  side  of 
the  Bay  of  Fundy.  Tivo  white  fixed  lights,  placed  horizontally,  to  dis- 
tinguisn  it  from  Brier  Island  Light,  40  feet  above  high  water  mark, 
visible  10  miles,  and  is  intended  to  lead  vessels  into  Westpc  t,  or 
through  Grand  Passage.    Square  white  building. 

Boar's  Head— N.  entrance  Petite  Passage,  Bay  of  Fundy.  Alter- 
nate flashes,  red  and  white,  zX  intervals  of  60  seconds.  Square  white 
building. 

Digby  Gut— On  Point  Prim,  at  the  entrance  of  the  Gut.  A  fixed 
white  light,  76  ft  above  high  water,  and  visible  13  miles.  Building 
square,  painted  red  and  white  vertically.  A  Steam  Fog  Whistle  on 
Point  Prim,  in  thick  or  foggy  weather,  sounded  8  second  in  each 
minute,  making  an  interval  of  52  seconds  between  each  blast. 

Port  Willl\ms — Tkvo  fixed  white  lights,  20  feet  apart,  perpendicu- 
larly, visible  from  all  points  of  approach.

Tkito 
fixed  hortzontal  lights,  40  feet  above  high  water,  viable  10  miles. 
Square  white  building. 
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Parrsroro* — On  the  W.  side  of  the  entrance  to  Parrs boro'  River. 
A  fixed  white  light,  30  (t.  above  high  water,  visible  9  miles.  Octagonal 
white  tower,  standing  close  to  high  water  mark  on  the  l)each. 

IIORTON  Bluff— /4  white  fixed  /i>M  95  ft>  above  high  water  level, 
(rise  and  fall  40  to  45  (t.)  visible  in  clear  weather  over  the  greater  part 
of  the  Basin  of  Minas  (after  passing  Cape  Blomedon)  and  above  the 
Five  Islands  and  up  to  Windsor  River,  until  intercepted  by  the  con- 
tinuation of  the  BlufTto  the^outhward  of  it.  Square  white  building, 
standing  66  feet  from  the  Bluff. 

Burnt  Coat  Head— The  lantern  is  erected  on  a  square  tower 
attached  to  the  main  building.  A  white  fixed  light,  75  feet  above  high 
water  level,  and  visible  from  all  points  of  approach 

Gannet  Rock — The  Gannet  Rock  is  66  feet  above  high  water,  and 
has  a  light  house  upon  it,  painted  black  and  white,  in  vertical  stripes. 
A ^xed  white  light  {visible  12  miles)  lies  S.  W.  by  S.  distant  3^  miles 
from  the  southern  point  of  Three  Islands,  and  S.S.E.  i  E.  7  miles  from 
the  S.  W.  head  of  the  Grand  Manan.  A  gun  is  fired  to  answer  signals 
during  a  foK.  There  are  a  number  of  small  ledges  and  sunken  rocks 
about  it,  which  are  always  breaking.  The  light  stands  conspicuously 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  all  the  sunken  rocks  and  dangers,  extending 
from  the  old  Proprietor  to  the  Seal  Islands  of  Machias,  a  distance  of 
about  20  miles.  Between  the  northernmost  and  southernmost  of  the 
Murr  Ledges  there  is  a  range  of  dangerous  rocks  and  shoals,  many  of 
them  above  water,  and  which  extend  westward  from  the  li(;ht  house 
about  4  miles.  From  this  range  farther  westerly,  about  6  miles,  lies  a 
dangerous  breaker,  called  the  Bull.  This  may  be  avoided  by  keeping 
three  remarkable  headlands,  near  the  S.  W.  end  of  Grand  Manan, 
open. 

Machias  Seal  Island— S.  W.  by  W.  |  W.  fiom  Grand  Manan, 
lie  the  Machias  Islands.  On  the  eastern  island  two  light  houses 
are  erected,  showing  fixed  lights,  distant  from  each  other  about  200 
feet  in  the  direction  ofE  S.E.and  W.N.W.,  by  which  they  are  easily  dis- 
tinguished from  all  other  lights  on  the  coast.  Elevated  about  54  and 
58  feet  above  high  water,  visible  15  miles.  A  gun  is  fired  every  four 
hours  during  a  fog.     Both  buildings  white. 

Grand  Manan  Island — On  Swallow  Tail  Point,  N.  E.  side  of 
the  island.  A  white  fixed  light,  148  ft.  above  higher  water,  visible  17 
miles.  Building  white,  Lat.  440  45'  22"  N.  Long.  66°  44'  4"  W.  This 
is  a  conspicuous  mark  in  the  S.  Channel  between  Brier  Island  and 
Grand  Manan. 

Little  River — On  an  island  at  the  entrance  of  the  River.  A  fixed 
rvhite  light,  varied  by  flashes  every  90  seconds,  40  feet  above  high  water, 
visible  11  miles. 

Quoddy  HftAD — On  the  S.  E.  side  of  Quoddy  Head.  A  fixed  white 
light,  133  feet  above  sea  level,  visible  in  clear  weather  17  miles.  It 
bears  from  the  Southern  point  of  Grand  Manan  N.  |  E.  13  miles,  and 
from  the  Northern  point  of  said  island  W.N.W.  7i  miles.  Has  a  fog 
trumpet. 

Campo  Bello — On  the  N.  E.  extremity  of  the  island.  A  white 
fixed  light,  64  ft.  above  the  sea,  visible  1 5  miles.  Building  white  with  a 
red  cross.  This  light  enables  vessels  to  enter  Head  Harbor  at  all 
times.  It  is  also  a  guide  to  vessels  entering  ihe  main  channel,  to  West 
Isles,  Moose  Island,  and  the  inner  Bay  of  Passamaquoddy.

Letters  to  Non-conuntssioncd  Officers  and  Privates,  whether  in  Her 
Miycsty's  Service  or  Canadian  Volunteers  whilst  on  active  service,  pass, 
if  pre-paid,  for  two  cents  each,  when  not  over  the  ^  ounce.;  if  over 
^  ounce,  ordinary  letter  rates. 

On  letters  for  P.  £.  Island,  the  charge  is  3  cents  per  |  oz.  paid; 
unpaid,  5  cents ;  to  Newfoundland  12^  cents — pre-payment  re(}uired. 

Letters  for  the  United  States  is  6  cents  per  i  oz.,  if  pre-paid ;  if  un- 
paid, or  uiily  partially  paid,  lu  cents  per  |  ounce.. 

To  Bermuda  6  cents,  and  Bridiu  and  Foreign  West  Indies,  by 
British  mail  packet  from  Halifax,  monthly,  the  charge  if  12  cents, 
which  must  b«  pre-paid.

Letters  sent  by  way  of  the  United  States,  it  addressed  via  New  York, 
may  be  forwarded  to  the  Brazils,  Acapulco,  Aspinwall,  Costa  Rica, 
Guataluala,  Caba,  Mexico,  Nicaragua,  (Pacific  side),  Panama,  St. 
Thomas,  Venezvela,  and  the  British  West  Indies,  for  13  cts  per  ^  oz  ; 
to  Guadaloupe,  Hayti  (St  Domingo),  Martinique,  Porto  Bico,  Buenos 
Ayres,  Monte  Video,  for  21  cents  per  i  oz ;  to  Bolivia,  Ecuador,  Val- 

Snraiso,  Callao,  Tima,  for  25  cents  per  i  oz;  to  Honduras,  15  cents; 
au'^wicli   Islands,  9   cents;   Australia,  15  cents;  New  Zealand,  13 
cents  per  ^  oz.     These  postages  must  be  prepaid  by  stamps. 

Mail  Matter  exempt  from  Foatase. 
All  mailable  matter,  sent  to  or  bv  the  Goveniori-Qeneral,  or  sent  to 
or  from  any  Public  Department  at  tne  Seat  of  Government  at  Otttwa, 
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or  to  or  from  any  member  of  the  Lej^islature  at  the  Seat  of  Government 
during  the  Session,  or  ten  days  t)efore  the  meeting  of  Parliament. 

Begiatratlon  of  Letters. 

Parties  posting  letters  containing  articles  of  value  should  have  them 
registered,  and  obtain  a  cortiticate  of  such  registration  from  the  office 
when  posted. 

The  registiation  fee  on  letters  circulating  in  the  Dominion,  P.  £. 
Island  and  Newfoundland,  is  2  cents  ;  on  letters  to  the  United  States,  5 
cents ;  and  on  those  for  the  United  Kin^rdom,  8  cents ;  for  British 
Colonies,  see  Table  of  Foreign  Postage,  llie  registration  fee,  together 
with  the  postage,  should  be  pre-paid  by  postage  stamp. 

The  object  of  registration  is  not  to  make  the  Postal  Authorities 
responsible,  but  in  order  that  a  letter  ur  package  may  be  traced  through 
the  various  offices  through  which  it  passes,  and  when  loss  is  sustained 
by  the  negligence  or  carelessness  of  any  pnvty  thi^ough  whose  hands  it 
huB  passed,  such  individual  is  bound  to*  make  good  tbt  amount  or  value 
of  such  package. 

Paroal  Feat. 

Parcels  may  be  posted  for  circulation  in  the  Dominion  only,  at  the 
fbllowing  rates,  which  must  be  paid  in  advance : — 

Not  exceeding  8  ounces  12^  cents ;  above  8  ounces  and  not  exceeding 
1  lb.,  25  cents ;  above  1  lb.  and  not  exceeding  1}  lbs.,  37|  cents  ;  above 
1|  lb.  and  not  exceeding  2  lbs.  50  cents.     Registration  fee  5  cents. 

No  parcel  to  exceed  4  lbs.  in  weight.  No  letter  must  be  enclosed. 
No  parcel  shall  contain  anything  liable  to  injure  the  mail.  The  size  is 
limited  to  two  feet  in  length,  one  foot  in  breadth  or  thickness.  The 
postage  must  be  pre-paid  by  stamp.  Unpaid  parcels  will  not  bo  for- 
ward^, but  short  paid  parcels  will  be  sent  on  with  a  fine  of  12^  cents 
in  addition  to  any  postage  that  may  remain  unpaid. 

Pattern  and  Sample  Post. 

Fattems  or  samples  of  merchandize  may  be  transmitted  withia  the 
Dominion  at  the  rate  of  I  cent  per  oz.,  pre-paid  by  postage  stamp,  an<* 
may  be  registered  on  payment  el*  a  fee  of  5  cents.  Snort  paid  packages 
of  samples  will  be  fined  5  cents.  No  packet  should  exceed  24  ozs.,  or 
be  more  than  24  inches  in  length,  or  12  in  depth,  or  breadth.  No  let- 
ter should  be  enclosed,  or  anything  liable  to  injure  the  contents  of  the 
mail.  Parcels  should  be  so  made  up  that  they  may  be  easily  examined . 
by  the  officers  of  the  Post  Office. 

Fatftem.and  Sample  Post  witb  the  United  Kincdom,  British 
Goloniea,  and  Foreign  Countriea. 

The  following  are  the  regulations  fhr  the  transmission  of  Samples 
and  Patterns  of  merchandise  between  the  Dominion  of  Canada  and  the 
United  Kingdom : 

1st  Samples  of  seeds,  drugs,  and  similar  articles  for  delivery  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  may  be  sent  in  bags  entirely  closed,  provided  such 
bags  be  transparent. 

2Qd.  Scissors,  knives,  razors,  forks,  steel  pens,  nails,  keys,  watch 
machinery,  metal  tubing,  pieceQ  of  metal  or  ore,  and  such  like  articles, 
are  allowed  to  be  forwarded  by  post  as  samples,  to   the   United   King- 
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BROWN  BROTHERS  &  CO.,  Druggists,  Ordnance  Square^  Halifax. 


Writing,  Copying  and  Printing  Ink«,  at  R.  T.  MUIR  &  Co.'i. 
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dom,  Germany,  and  Belgium,  provided  they  be  pacl(ed  so  as  not  to 
injure  the  mails  and  the  officers  of  the  Post'Office.  They  must  be  so 
put  up  AS  to  be  easily  examined.  Any  packet  found  to  bo  insufficiently 
guarded  will  not  be  forwarded.

If  not  paid  in  advance,  1  cent  each.  The  commuted  rate  applies 
not  only  to  papers  circulating  within  the  Dominion,  but  also  to  subscri- 
Ixjrs  in  the  United  Kingdom,  United  States,  Newfoundland  and  Prince 
Edward  Island.  All  papers  must  be  pre-paid  before  leaving  Canada,  if 
not  at  the  commuted  rate,  1  cent  each,  but  all  transient  newspapers,!,  e. 
papers  not  from  the  publishers  or  British  newspapers  posted  by  news 
agents  to  regular  subscribers,  must  be  pre-paid  2  cents  each  by  postage 
stamps.  Exchange  papers  pass  /iee  between  publishers  in  Canada,  and 
also  to  and  from  those  in  the  United  States,  Prince  Edward  Island  and 
Newfoundland.  Papers  coming  from  England  via  the  United  States 
are  charged  2  cents  each  on  delivery ;  by  Canadian  mails /rcc.  Postage 
on  papers  from  the  United  Sti;  .  to  regular  subscribers  in  Canada,  1 
cent ;  transient  United  Stater  papers  2  cents.  Papers  from  Prince 
Edward  Island  and  Newfounaland  m»y  be  delivered  to  regular  sub- 
scribers at  the  ordinary  commuted  rate ;  transient  papers,  2  cents  each.

Letters  by  private  ship,  from  the  United  Kingdom,  in  ship  letter  mail 
2  cents,  if  addressed  to  the  port  of  arrival,  and  to  otiicr  places  in  the 
Dominion,  5  cents.  Ix)08e  ship  letters  from  the  United  Kingdom, 
British  Colonies,  and  Foreign  countries,  4  cents.  From  places  in  the 
Dominion,  if  addressed  to  the  port  of  arrival,  4  cents;  and  to  other 
places  in  the  Dominion,  7  cents.  The  Postnuiiter  General  may  make 
such  reasonable  competisation,  as  he  may  see  fit,  to  masters  of  ve.'^aels, 
not  being  Post  Office  Packets,  for  each  letter  conveyed  by  such  vessels 
between  places  l)cyond  the  sea  and  the  Dominion,  and  may  direct  that 
at  any  port  such  vessels  shall  not  be  permitted  Ly  the  Ofticers  of  Cus- 
toms to  enter  or  break  bulk  until  all  letters  have  l>een  delivered  at  the 
Post  Office,  nor  until  the  master  has  made  a  declaration  that  he  has 
delivered  all. 


The  Postmaster  General  has  the  exclusive  privilege  of  transmitting 
letters  within  the  Dominion  ;  and  (except  in  the  cusea  hereinafter  men- 
tioned) any  person  collecting,  sending,  or  delivering  letters,  incurs  a 
penalty,  not  exceeding  $20,  for  each  and  every  letter  so  conveyed  or 
found  in  his  possession  Such  penalty  not  to  apply  to,  1.  Letters  sent 
by  a  private  friend,  provided  such  letters  be  delivered  l»y  such  friend  to 
the  party  addressed ;  2.  Letters  sent  by  a  messengsr  on  purpose,  con- 
cerning the  private  affairs  of  the  sender  or  receiver ;  3.  Commissions  or 
returns  thereof,  issuing  out  of  a  court  of  Justice ;  4.  Letters  addressed 
to  a  place  out  of  the  Dominion,  sent  by  sea  and  by  a  private  vessel ; 
5  Letters  lawfully  brought  into  the  Dominion,  and  innuediatcly  post- 
ed at  the  nearest  Post  Office;  6.  Letters  of  merchants,  owners  of  vessels, 
or  of  the  cargo  or  loading  therein,  .sent  by  such  vessel,  or  by  any  per- 
sons employed  by  such  owners  for  the  carriage  of  such  letters  according 
to  their  respective  addresses,  and  delivered  to  tlie  persons  to  whom 
addressed,  without  pay  or  reward  for  so  doing;  7.  Letters  concertung 
goods  or  merchandize,  sent  by  known  common  carriers  to  be  delivcrcil 
with  the  goods,  without  pay  or  reward;  8.
